Fred Meyer wins land; 
bones stay at stadium

One hundred tons of dinosaur 
bones remain homeless due to a 
decision by the Orem City Council 
Tuesday that will allow a Fred 
Meyer superstore to be built on 
property which Utah County wanted 
fo purchase as a new location for the 
BYU's Earth Science museum. 

“We are terribly disappointed,” 
said Janita Anderson of the Earth 

_ Science museum, “We felt this was 
ateal viable project.” 

__ “The space and the building were 
already there. We felt it would have 
contributed so much to the commu- 
nity in the long term — culturally, 
educationally and economically as a 
tourist attraction,” Anderson said. 


The BYU Barth Science museum _ 


is able to display only 5 percent of 
its collection at its current location, 


Anderson said. One hundred tons of 


dinosaur bones are stored under 
Cougar Stadium. 


“We've got a treasure here that's - 


waiting fo be exposed,” Anderson 
Said. : 
Utah County's interest in the land 


began last summer when the Utah 


County Centennial Commission 
decided on the Earth Science muse- 
um asa legacy project which is part 
of a statewide program to celebrate 
Utah's centennial anniversary of 
statehood next year, she said. 

The centennial commission was 
also negotiating with Utah Valley 
State College, which would have 
helped purchase the land and used it 
to expand its campus, Anderson 
said. The property had been home to 


Signetics, a computer firm, until 
two years ago. Since that time the 
buildings have stood vacant. 

This setback in no way alters the 
intent of the Centennial 
Commission to find a home for the 
dinosaur bones, said commission 
chairman Val Killian. 

“Its heightened our resolve to go 
forward and get this decided,” 
Killian said. 

“Its unfortunate that Orem made 
the decision to rezone the land for 
Fred Meyer,” Killian said. “As a 
community member of Utah 
County, | feel it was very short- 
sighted.” 

Fred Meyer signed a contract with 
Signetics to buy the land, which was 
contingent upon the zoning of the 
land being changed from research 
and development zoning to com- 
mercial zoning, Anderson said. 

Utah County offered to buy the 
land only a day or so after Fred 
Meyer had applied for rezoning of 
the land, Killian said. — 

Orem mayor, Stella Welsh, said 
that Fred Meyer's proposal took 
precedence since it was received 
first. 

“It's just something I feel will be a 
benefit in that particular area,” said 
Orem mayor Stella Welsh of the 
Fred Meyer superstore that will be 
built on the property. “Fred Meyer 
came in and applied, and we 
thought they were a good compa- 


= ny.” 


The city council's vote was four to 
two, with some opposition to the 
Fred Meyer store from local resi- 
dents who did not want a commer- 
cial establishment in that area. 


Art and design departments plan merger

As of fall 1995, the art and the 
design departments will be combined 
to form the Department of Visual 
Arts. 

“Philosophically, we are close 
together,” said Robert Barrett, chair 
of the design department. “While 
there are some philosophical differ- 
ences, we believe there is enough in 
common to have the positive effects 
outweigh the negative. 

“We hope that by combining we can 
create a stronger voice for the arts at 
the University,” Barrett said. 

Many of the details of the merger 
have yet to be settled. 

“We are in the process of drafting a 
new mission statement,” Barrett said. 
“We want to see how we can be’ more 
central to the mission of the Church 
and put us on the map nationally.” 

Peter L. Myer, studio area/head in 
the art department said, “The most 
pronounced effect will be a unifica- 
tion of the first year students.” 

The students will have common 
foundation classes. 

After their first year they can branch 
out into either design or art. That will 
all be worked out this spring and sum- 
mer, Barrett said. 

“The new department will be a great 
benefit to students in flexibility, 


allowing them to make more knowl- 
edgeable choices,” Myer said. 

“TI wish it would have happened 
sooner,” said Kim Peterson, 20, a 
junior from Salt Lake City, majoring 
in illustration. “When I first came to 
BYU I had to decide between art and 
design.”

“I think having the departments 
combined will help the incoming 
freshmen,” said Peterson. 

The combined foundation classes 
“will be like the trunk of the tree,” 
Barrett said. “We will have all the 
branches up top.” 

The two departments originally split 
about 15 years ago for political and 
other reasons. 

The split invigorated the depart- 
ments. 

“Because each was separate, they 
were able to build their own identi- 
ties,” Myer said. “Both departments 
have flourished.” 


During the 15 years of building sep- 
arate identities the Department of 
Design has built a reputation for hav- 
ing one of the top design schools in 
the nation. 

Currently the BYU design depart- 
ment is in the top 20. 

The merger will also allow students 
to receive a broader education. 

“One of the weaknesses my students 
have is not enough traditional paint- 
ing,” said Richard Hull, illustration 
area coordinator in the design depart- 
ment. 

“What I see for illustration students 
is the merging of illustration with tra- 
ditional painting,” Hull said. 

“We are going to take all the 
resources and throw them in one pot,” 
Barrett said. 

Combining the departments will 
give art students access to photogra- 
phy. 

The art department currently does 
not have any photography, which is 
part of most art departments, said 
Barrett. 

The design department has three 
computer labs which will open to art 
students and help them become more 
computer literate. They will learn to 
be more innovative through technolo- 
gy, Barrett said. 

“Many art departments are throwing 
traditional values overboard,” Barrett 
said. 


Pres. Lee discusses movies, housing

Students stepped up to the micro- 
phone and voiced their concerns 
Thursday during a question-and- 
answer session with President Rex E.

“We want to make it available for 
employees to attend, and we want to 
generally send out the message that 
we feel it is very important to attend 
Devotionals,” President Lee said. 

President Lee said General 
Conference introduces a separate situ- 


ation. 

“We have visitors who come from 
all over the world (to attend General 
Conference) and there are a number 
of things that they want to do,” 
President Lee said. 

Two students expressed concern 
over available married student hous- 
ing. One student said married students 
do not enjoy the same protection 
BYU offers single students who live 
in BYU-approved housing. 

President Lee said he would look 
into current policies surrounding off- 
campus housing for married students. 

President Lee also responded to an 
inquiry about why the Varsity Theater 
no longer shows edited R-rated 
movies. 

“That is not a final decision,” 
President Lee said. 

President Lee said movies are rated 
R because of certain finite segments 
that can usually be edited out. 
President Lee also took time to

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Tornado plows through Alabama, killing 3 


ARAB, Ala. — A predawn tornado ripped across north Alabama today, 
killing three people and injuring more than 100, authorities said. 

The dead, all in Arab, included a young child, Marshall County Coroner 
Dempsey Hibbs said. 

At least one resident reported hearing no warning siren before the storm hit 
shortly after 5 a.m. 

Less than an hour before that, lightning struck the office of the National 
Weather Service in nearby Huntsville, forcing its evacuation. 

Karen Berry of Arab said “this roar woke me up,” trees were flying through 
the air and the power went out. 

“Normally they give us a siren warning, but they didn’t this morning,” she 
said. “There was nothing.” 

Officials at Guntersville-Arab Medical Center said 66 people were treated, 
with 13 admitted and four transferred to Huntsville for additional care. They 
said they knew of 40 other people taken to two other hospitals. 

“We found a |-year-old baby under two trailers,” he said. “He -was sitting 
there, not making a sound.” 


Critics say Leavitt shirking duties at home 


SALT LAKE CITY — Gov. Mike Leavitt is too busy with his states’ rights 
crusade to properly attend to legislative business, some critics say. 

Leavitt has been out of the state for 11 of the 31 days so far in the legislative 
session. Much of that time has been spent in Washington in the effort to shift 
power from the federal government to the states. 

“His (Leavitt’s) responsibility is the budget and influencing actions on his 
legislative program.” said House Minority Whip Kelly Atkinson, D-West 
Jordan. 

Leavitt acknowledged he is doing double duty - working 100-hour weeks to 
juggle national and state agendas - but insists he has not dropped any balls. 

“Tt’s not inconceivable to me that being out of town could be a detriment,” he 
said. 


4 soldiers die after Florida swamp training 


EGLIN AIR FORCE BASE, Fla. — Four soldiers died of exposure after 
struggling through chilly, chest-deep swamp waters in the last days of a two- 
month effort to become Army Rangers. 

The soldiers, training to be among the Army’s elite warriors, had already 
undergone stressful testing in the forest, desert and mountains to prepare them 
for extreme conditions faced in warfare. 

They had been out in the swampy grounds of Eglin Air Force Base in the 
Florida Panhandle since Saturday, and eight began suffering from hypothermia 
Wednesday. 

Hypothermia is caused by severe loss of body heat, leading to extreme 
fatigue, drowsiness, disorientation, and sometimes death. 

Seven were taken to a clinic, where three of them died late Wednesday. The 
rescue effort was hampered by foggy weather. The body of the eighth was 
found at about daybreak Thursday. 


Utah ex-law officer charged in wife’s shooting 


OGDEN — A bitter, long-running dispute over a pending divorce turned 
deadly when a former police officer allegedly gunned down his estranged wife 
and their teen-age daughter. 

Ogden Detectives Capt. Marlin Balls said that shortly after the shootings, 
about 6:30 p.m. Wednesday, Fred Hansen called police to report the slayings. 
Five hours later, after being coaxed out of his house by negotiators, he surren- 
dered. 

Hansen, 40, was booked into Weber County Jail for investigation of homi- 
cide. He was to be arraigned in 2nd Circuit Court sometime Friday. 

Hansen, a counselor at Weber County Department of Human Services, had 
previously served as a police officer with Logan and Bear Lake County. Police 
also said Hansen is a licensed firearms dealer, and that several guns and ammu- 
nition were found at his home. 

After the standoff ended, police found the bodies of Joanne Hansen, 37, and 
JaVonna Findlay, 18, on the floor in the master bedroom of the house. Both had 
been shot with a .357-caliber Magnum handgun, Balls said. 

Investigators believe Findlay was killed-as she tried to intervene in the argu- 
ment between her mother and stepfather.

Hacker arrested 
for phone and 
computer fraud

RALEIGH, N.C. — He was a 
notorious computer vandal, a 
fugitive described by one official 

s “the most wanted hacker in 
the world.” 

In more than two years on the 
run, Kevin D. Mitnick allegedly 
pilfered thousands of data files 
and at least 20,000 credit card 
numbers, worming his way into 
even the most sophisticated sys- 
tems. 

But Mitnick, who once broke 
into a top-secret military defense 
system as a teen-age prank, 
apparently infiltrated one com- 
puter too many. 

One of his latest victims, a 
computer security expert, was so 
angered that he made it his cru- 
sade to track Mitnick down. 
With his help, the FBI traced 
Mitnick to a Raleigh apartment 
and arrested him Wednesday. 

The FBI traced Mitnick to 
Netcom, a Nationwide Internet 
access provider. Using a cellular 
frequency direction-finding 
antenna hooked to a laptop, the 
FBI narrowed the search to an 
apartment complex. After a 24- 
hour stakeout, the FBI arrested 
Mitnick. 

Mitnick, 31, was charged with 
computer fraud, punishable by 
20 years in prison, and illegal 
use of a telephone access device, 
which carries a maximum 15- 
year sentence. Both crimes also 
are punishable by $250,000 
fines. 

He already was wanted in 
California for violating probation 
on a previous hacking convic- 
tion. A hearing was scheduled 
for Friday. 

“He was clearly the most want- 
ed computer hacker in the 
world,” Kent Walker, an assis- 
tant U.S. attorney in San 
Francisco who helped coordinate 
the investigation, told The New 
York Times. 

“He allegedly had access to 
corporate trade secrets worth bil- 
lions of dollars. He was a very 
big threat.” 
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Utah receives money to hire more c

Several Utah Valley police depart- 
ments will be hiring new officers dur- 
ing the next few months as a result of 
legislation Congress passed last year. 

Utah is expected to receive more 
than $4 million to hire 68 new law 
enforcement officers across the state, 
Sen. Orrin Hatch said. 

Hatch, R-Utah, said Attorney 
General Janet Reno notified him of 
the available funding last week. 

The grant is part of the Violent 
Crime Control and Law Enforcement 
Act, which became law last 
September. 

The grants will provide funding for 
66 Utah communities and are aimed 
at rural areas with a population of less 
than 50,000. 

Utah police said the funding is long 
overdue. Chief Mike Ferre, of the 
Lindon Police Department, said his 
department, which is getting a new 
police officer, will benefit from the 
new law. 

“The new officer will help, but more 
are needed,” Ferre said. 

“We only have 0.6 officers per thou- 
sand people in Lindon, and the 
national average is over two per thou- 
sand. One will help, but we need 
more.” 

Chief John Lilly of the Alpine 
Police Department said his depart- 
ment will also get one of the new offi- 
cers. 

“We’re having one heck of a time in 
little communities, and this will make 
a significant difference,” he said. 

The new officer will enhance police 
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470 N. University Ave, Provo

the community greatly, Lilly said.

‘Dead heads’ 


coming to town 
this weekend

The Grateful Dead, American rock 
icons and the inspiration for an entire 
subculture within the music world, will 
bring their legendary blend of folk and 
rock to Salt Lake City on 
Presidents Day Weekend. 

The Dead will be in town for a three- 
day stand Sunday, Monday and 
Tuesday nights at the Delta Center. 

Since their beginnings as musicians 
in the Haight-Ashbury district of San 
Francisco in 1964, the members of the 
Grateful Dead have toured three times 
a year for three to four weeks at a time. 
According to “The New Yorker,” the 
Dead have been the highest-grossing 
concert act for the past three years, 
earning more than $32 million last 
year. 

The Grateful Dead tour last came to 
Utah in 1987, playing to a capacity 
crowd at Parkwest. 

The Dead’s trademark shows, cen- 
tered around improvisational jams, cre- 
ate a buzz even among seasoned con- 
cert-goers. 

“The Grateful Dead have defined not 
only the music, but also a large part of 
the culture our generation has been 
exposed to,” said Mike Lindsay, 22, a 
junior from College Station, Texas, 
majoring in history. 

“It’s one of those things you should 
go to at least once so that when your 
grandchildren ask you about the Dead, 
you can say you were a part of it.” 

Spanning more than three decades, 
the Grateful Dead have developed an 
appeal that crosses many generation 
lines, and has captivated even the so- 
called members of Generation X. 

“It is something that I have always 
wanted a chance to see, but I just 
haven’t been able to for one reason or 
another,’ said Jennifer LeNeave, 20, a 
sophomore from Norfolk, Va., major- 
ing in athletic training. 

“But I wouldn’t miss this opportuni- 
ty to see the Grateful Dead for any- 
thing.” 

Even with the modern focus on music 
videos and compact discs, the Dead’s 
live show remains the primary attrac- 
tion for most fans, said Mike Malan, 
21, a sophomore from Oakland, Calif., 
majoring in pre-med. Malan is going to 
all three Dead shows this weekend.

“T’ve been to upwards of 30 shows 
now and it is never the same show 
twice,” he said. 

“It’s a kickback kind of show that 
draws you into your own little world. 

“For me it is a real visceral experi- 
ence that takes me away,” he added. 

The Grateful Dead have inspired a 
spin-off subculture of droves of zeal- 
ous fans known as Deadheads. 

Currently, there are more than 
110,000 thousand Deadheads through- 
out the world registered on the Grateful 
Dead’s mailing list. 

An on-line computer service called 
DeadBase has been created to bring the 
Deadheads into the 21st century. 
According to DeadBase, the average 
Deadhead subscriber has been to 75 
Grateful Dead concerts and spent 
$1,571 on related paraphernalia. 

The influence of the Grateful Dead 
has popularized the wild hair, tie-dye 
T-shirts and faded jeans that have 
become synonymous with its fans. 
Packed into cars adorned with the 
band’s trademark dancing bear stickers 
and playing bootleg tapes, thousands of 
Deadheads follow the band across the 
country each year. 

However, the classic stereotype does 
not always fit the fans as the mass fol- 
lowing of the Dead includes middle- 
class businessmen, retirees and stu- 
dents, all eager to experience the liber- 
ated climate reminiscent of the ‘60s. 

There is a common bond among the 
fans and the band, Malan said. 

“There are a lot of misconceptions 
about the Dead and their fans—that it 
is acid rock from the devil and that sort 
of thing,” Malan said. 

“But, the fans are like a big family.” 

“T think of it as a fraternity of listen- 
ers because there will be thousands of 
people there, all having a good time, 
and there is no violence at all,” he 
added. “Everyone is just there for the 
experience.” 

Local music fans are looking forward 
to the experience of the concert, 
according to Lindsay. 

“Being in Utah, you don’t expect 
anyone as notoriously wild as the 
Grateful Dead to even give Utah a sec- 
ond thought,” he said. 

“And, I’m not really sure what the 
status is with the Honor Code concern- 
ing a second-hand high.” 

Malan is anxious to see how the band 
and the fans adapt to the conservative 
climate within Utah, he said. 

“There will be a lot of Deadheads 
coming from out of state, and 
inevitably, some will use the concert as 
an excuse to do drugs, but you have to 
see it for the experience that it is,” he 
said.

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Yomposting: waste not, want not

st BYU composters said they 
,Ha a bucket in the kitchen which 
use to collect, among other 
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things, eggshells, leftovers-turned- 
hideous in the refrigerator and fallen 
leaves. 

Heather Statford, 23, a senior from 
Lake George, N.Y., majoring in com- 
munications, said she makes compost 
using the bucket method. When the 
bucket is full, she dumps it outside in 
a pile. During winter the pile freezes, 
but when it thaws in the spring it 
begins to make rich brown soil. 

Piles of such soil can be found in 
other places too. BYU and Provo City 
both have composting programs. 

“We have a whole conservation sys- 
tem,” said Roy Peterman, BYU 
grounds manager. The system 
includes food pulpers which separate 
wastes from food services and col- 
lects them to be sent to composting 
yards. 

BYU uses compost around flower 
beds and under sod. 

The compost makes it possible to 
conserve 33 percent of the water used 


to water campus lawns, Peterman 
said. Peterman’s recipe consists of 
food, ground-up cardboard and old 
scenery from BYU’s theater depart- 
ment. 

Provo’s Department of Public 
Services has compost heaps too. Pete 
Martinez, sanitation manager, said the 
facility takes wastes from Provo citi- 
zens, turns it into rich soil and then 
sells it to the public. 

An apartment dweller can use a 
plastic garbage can to make compost. 
Simply poke 35 holes around the 
sides, drill a few holes in the bottom, 
put in a layer of straw or sawdust and 
add garbage. A stick can be used to 
stir the pile. 

Another way apartment renter can 
compost is by “vermicomposting,” 
which is a process in which worms 
turn garbage into fertile soil. 

The soil is done when it has an 
earthy smell, is crumbly and dark 
brown, stated an article in the book. 


Students plan rally for land

As the 104th Congress prepares to 
weaken environmental legislation, 
student activists plan a. day of 
protests. 

Students from Washington to Utah 
to Montana will gather to “Rally for 
the Land!” at noon Sunday at 
Hellgate High School in Missoula, 
Mont. Wilderness protection, salmon 
protection, Idaho’s proposed easing 
on logging restrictions and degrada- 
tion of public lands will be focuses of 
the rally. 

With the passing of “unfunded man- 
dates” legislation and other bills that 
Republicans are trying to pass in the 
first 100 days of Congress, many 
environmentalists said they are get- 
ting nervous. 

Chad Hanson, an environmental law 
student at the University of Oregon, 
said he plans on attending the rally. 
His activism centers on public land 
issues like grazing and mining. 

“All the destruction is being done at 
the taxpayer’s expense,” he said. “We 
subsidize it all.” 

One objective of the rally is to 
change the prevalent feeling that envi- 
ronmental protection is to blame for 
Westerner’s economic problems, the

Student Environmental Action 
Coalition (SEAC) said. 

“Activists are fed up with federal 
mismanagement and governmental 
regulations used to circumvent laws 
protection the environment rather than 
enforcing them,” SEAC reported. 

A convoy of Utah college students 
will leave Weber State University 
after SEAC’s three-day conference 
this weekend. The protesters target 
that is against the 
Endangered Species Act, which aims 
to take out protection of unusual sub- 
species, according to an article in the 
The Salt Lake Tribune.

IRS holds some refunds

New procedures used by the Internal 
Revenue Service. to detect.and.deter 
tax refund fraud may delay some tax- 
payer returns. 

“Several steps are being taken to 
tighten the security net against refund 
fraud, which will delay some refunds 
this year,” said Carol M. Fay, IRS dis- 
trict director. 

The IRS said the agency’s revenue 
protection strategy includes identify- 
ing fraudulent refund claims prior to 
issuing refunds. In the past, the IRS 
verified claims after issuing refunds. 

“We estimate that $1 billion to $5 
billion a year will be saved by the 
new protection strategy,” said Jan 
Hadley, IRS public affairs officer. 
“We’ve been very successful in catch- 
ing fraud.” 

The delays are necessary to ensure 
filers are entitled to the refund 
claimed based upon the information 
provided, Fay said. 

“Most delays are temporary and 
occur because of the time needed to 
validate information on the tax 
return,” she said. 
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Tax information must be completed 
accurately, Fay said. It is particularly 
important that Social Security num- 
bers match all taxpayers and depen- 
dents listed on the return. 


According to Hadley, the IRS has 


received 10.4 million returns and has 
identified 1.2 million instances of 
Social Security number usage that did 
not match IRS and Social Security 
Administration records or were dupli- 
cates of valid numbers. 

“Many of the Social Security num- 
bers that don’t match are mistakes 
that were made when people filed 
their taxes,” Hadley said. “Some 
inconsistencies happen when people 
who have changed their names at 
marriage have not changed their 
names with Social Security.” 

Hadley said the United States 
Treasury system is like a bank. To get 
money out of a bank you need your 
correct PIN number. To get money out 
of the U.S. Treasury you need your 
correct Social Security number. 

“We are very confident in our sys- 
tem and have been successful in 
catching fraud,” Hadley said. “We 
hope people will help us stop tax 
refund fraud.”

United Way family facility 
gets loan from local banks

In the first joint effort of its kind in 
Utah County, 10 local banks com- 
bined resources to extend a $220,000 
low-interest loan to the United Way 
for renovations on a newly-purchased 
facility that provides support to fami- 
lies. 

A United Way news release named 
Bank One, Bonneville Bank, Central 
Bank, Far West Bank, West One 
Bank, First Interstate Bank, First 
Security Bank, Key Bank, Orem 
Community Bank and Zions First 
National Bank as those banks that lent 
$22,000 each to United Way. 

This combined effort of local banks 
qualifies as a project of the 
Community Reinvestment Act, a con- 
gressional act that requires banks to 
provide credit to institutions in the 
community they serve whether or not 
they meet all the criteria for a loan, 
said Bill Gibson, vice president and 
area manager of the Provo Area First 
Security Bank. 

The Community Reinvestment Act 
gives the banks responsibility to pro- 
vide credit to the entire community, 
and if a bank is found to not be 
actively involved in doing so, they are 
in violation of the act, Gibson said. 

“This project does meet Community 
Reinvestment Act criteria and that’s 
another reason the banks have felt 
good about this project,” he said. 

The money will be used for renovat- 
ing the Family Support and Treatment

Center, a United Way agency which 
assists families by offering counsel- 
ing, Support groups, parenting classes 
and crisis intervention services to pro- 
tect children from abuse, the news 
release stated. 

“We are grateful for the support of 
the banks involved in the project,” 
said Bill Hulterstrom, president of 
United Way of Utah County. 

“They are truly making a positive 
difference in the community,” 
Hulterstrom said. 

Hulterstrom said a donor in the 
community purchased the new facility 
for the Family Support and Treatment 
Center. 

He said the banks got word of the 
renovation project for the Family 
Support and Treatment Center and 
then joined together to make the pro- 
ject happen. Gibson was at the helm 
of the project. 

He (Gibson) was the one who

Gibson said his motivation behind 
recruiting the other banks was to 
come up with a joint partnership in 
fulfilling a community need.

OXFORD, England — Taslima 
Nasrin misses her country but 
knows she can’t go back. She longs 
to walk the streets again, free of the 
ever-present fear of attack. 

At 32, the Bangladeshi writer is an 
international symbol of the perils of 
free speech. She is also a sad and 
lonely woman. 

“T have given up all my happiness 
.. that one day society and women 
will wake up,” she said Thursday in 
an interview with The Associated 
Press. “I have sacrificed my normal 
life.” 

Nasrin fled Bangladesh last August 
after Islamic extremists put a $5,000 
bounty on her head for works that 
rail against religious persecution and 
the oppression of women in her 
homeland. 

Nasrin, who now lives in Sweden 
under constant guard, came to 
Oxford Thursday for a speech on 
behalf of Amnesty International, the 
London-based human rights group. 

“My writing is more important 
than a normal life,” she said, two 
police officers at her side. 


Bangladeshi writer describes perils 


A tall woman, she is reserved and 
solemn as she spins out her thoughts 
in halting English. Keeping a ciga- 
rette just out of sight of a television 
camera, she asked to pause every 
few minutes to take a deep drag. 

“When I write a book or an article, 
I never think what will happen,” she 
said. “I only think that as a writer I

should tell the truth, I should protest - 
inequality and injustice.” 

Her smile - all the more dazzling 
for its rarity - broke out broadly as 
she spoke of a reunion last Friday 
with her father, their first meeting 
since August. 

“I miss my country, I miss my rel- 
atives. I want to go home,” she said. 


“I would like to walk down the 
street alone.” 

But that’s impossible, even in 
Sweden, “because any militant 
Muslim can kill me at any moment.” 

Nasrin said she stands by 
“Shame,” her scorching 1993 novel- 
la about Muslim persecution of 
Hindus, which prompted the $5,000 
bounty. 

“| have told the truth,” she said. 

Her peril grew last year when an 
Indian newspaper reported that in an 
interview Nasrin had called for 
changes in the Islamic holy book, 
the Koran. She says her statements 
to the Calcutta Statesman were mis- 
construed; that she was calling for 
changes in the Sharia, or Islamic 
law, to give women more rights. 

She spent two months in hiding 
after the Bangladeshi government, 
under pressure from fundamental- 
ists, ordered her arrest. Granted bail 
after surrendering, she fled to 
Sweden Aug. 9 as rioting radicals 
demanded her head. 

Nasrin was raised in the Islamic 
faith but describes herself as an 
atheist. She was a medical doctor 
before she took up writing. 


Pregnant women fight discrimination

Demi Moore’s pregnant figure on 
the cover of Vanity Fair may have glo- 
rified expectant mothers as a special 
sort of beauty but employers in a 
downsizing economy, see them more 
as a liability, wrote Mary Lords of 
U.S. News and World Report. 

Congress passed the Pregnancy 
Discrimination Act in 1978, but the 
problem of pregnancy on the job is far 
from settled, Lords said. 

“You'd think that a law on the books 
for 15 years would have cleared up 
the problem,” she said. “But it hasn’t.” 

“We have a baby boomlet right now 
— lots of career women in their 30s 
and 40s having their first child,” 
Lords said. “At the same time compa- 
nies are reducing their work-force, 
and the trends don’t mix together too 
happily.” 

At BYU, the Women’s Services and 
Resources Center assists women who 
are fighting against discrimination or 
re-entering college. The Center was 
established in 1993. 

Je have had one woman come to 
us about pregnancy discrimination,” 
said Jean Taylor, Women’s Services 


and Resources Center coordinator. “In 
her case, it was a communication 
problem which we were able to 
resolve.” 

According to statistics provided by 
Linda Woodworth of CATALYST, a 
national organization specializing in 
women’s business issues, 57.9 percent 
of women above age 16 participated 
in the labor force in 1993. Between 
1981 and 1985, 78 percent of women 
in the labor force worked into their 
last trimester of pregnancy. 

Rene Bernard, a single mother and 
former Colorado School District 
employee, said when she became 
pregnant with her son Alex, she dealt 
with on-the-job discrimination. 

“TI was never actually fired — my 
pregnancy was never officially 
acknowledged — but I was subjected 
to many little incidents of harass- 
ment,’ Bernard said. 

“They held a staff meeting, to which 
I was not invited, and were told not to 
discuss anything with me,” Bernard 
said. 

“They made it miserable for me, 
incredibly uncomfortable, and finally 
I left.” 

Bernard did not pursue a lawsuit 
because she wanted to continue work- 
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ing with children, she said. 

“Discrimination of any kind is a 
problem because it leads to low self- 
esteem,” Bernard said. “You find 
yourself thinking, “Maybe I did some- 
thing to warrant this, maybe I 
deserved this.” 

Bernard returned to school as a psy- 
chology major at Western State 
College of Colorado. Here, the 
Women in Transition program gave 
her the support she needed when she 
left the school district and returned to 
college. 

“I was one of the fortunate handful 
who were helped. If there’s anything 
I'd like to say, it’s that (people who 
have been discriminated against) do 
have options,” Bernard said. “And I 
feel blessed every day that I had this 
child.” 

Indeed, many employers may not 
realize their actions are illegal, Lords 
said. 

“Employers are not evil — they 
have a right to wonder if a pregnant 
woman can handle working and hav- 
ing a child,” Lords said. 

“But it’s a big jump from wonder- 
ing what liabilities pregnant women 
may pose, to judging them as less 
valuable workers.”
